Fortress Gunner's 
Experience Is One 
of Wierdest of W ar 


Gu adalcanal, Feb. 4— (Delayed) 
— ( A P i—Corporal 
Joe 
H artm an, 
blond and angu lar, of Birm ingham , 
Ala., came 
ou t of 
the bu sh 
of 
Choiseu l island today w ith one of 
the w ierdest stories of the war. 
Hale and hearty a fte r 65 days 
on the island, which is ju st off 
Japanese-held Bou gainv ille. H a rt­ 
m an 
liv ed 
with 
the 
nativ es, 
watched American and Japanese 
air and sea forces fight and cu l­ 
m inated his sta y by captu ring a 
Japanese pilot, whom he later shot 
when he attem pted to escape. 
H artm an w as tailgu nner on a 
Flying F o rtress attack ed by Zero 
fighters off Choiseu l on Dec. 
t. 
The F ortress shot down tw o Zeros 
and fou r others fled, bu t a few 
m inu tes later sev en more ju mped 
the big bomber. 
One enem y pilot div ed su icidal- 
lv straig ht into the side of the 
Fortress, cu tting the great ship 
squ arely in two. 
The two sections 
plu nged tow ard the sea 17,000 feet 
below. 
H artm a n in the plu m m eting tail 
section “blacked o u t” from blows 
u nder his left eye and on his head 
and did not regain consciou sness 
u ntil he w as only 2,000 feet from 
the sea. 
Slipping qu ickly into his 
parachu te harness, 
he su cceeded 
in div ing from the derelict tail. 
Only Su rv iv or 
His parachu te opened and 
he 
stru ck the w ater only 150 yards 
from the shore of Choiseu l. 
As 
he swam ashore he saw he was 
the only su rv iv or from the fo rt­ 
ress. 
Two 
nativ es 
approached 
him. 
“Mellican flie r? ” one of them 
asked. 
“Yeah, w hat are y o u ? ” H a rt­ 
m an said he asked. 
“Come,” said the nativ e. 
H artm an m anaged to walk to 
the nativ e v illage. 
There the n a ­ 
tiv es made mu ch ov er him and 
insisted on feeding him. 
“They brou ght me a platter of 
m eat,” said H artm an, “bu t I w as 
a little du biou s and asked them 
w hat it w as.” 
“Him good, you e at,” one of 
H artm a n 's hosts replied. “Him fly­ 
ing fox.'* 
W hen the corporal still 
hu ng 
back, the chief took him ov er to 
the bottom of a tree and showed 
him a “flying fox” intact, thou gh 
dead. 
It was a hu ge bat of the 
v ariety fou nd in the sou th seas. 
H artm an feasted, bu t passed u p 
the bat meat. 
Slept With Chief 
The 
nativ es 
insisted 
tha t he 
stay with them and sleep in the 
sam e bed with the chief u ntil his 
wou nd healed. 
Late in December, standing on 
the coastline, H artm an saw a F ly ­ 
ing F ortress soar ov erhead. T hat

those of the 11 highly skilled Boe­ 
ing technicians aboard.

Some am azing stories have come out of \N ash- 
m gton from time to time, but none more astound 
ing than the one reporting th a t the M aritim e Com­ 
mission is training m erchant seam en to serve as 
m em bers of gun crews. 
True, Joseph Curran. pro-C om m unist head of 
the seam en's union, had proposed th a t his men be 
substituted for N avy crews on the anti-aircraft, 
anti-subm arine guns. 
But it takes two to m ake a 


Wo rse a nd Mo re o f It 
W hen the oil rationing planners a t W ashington 
doped out their form ula to rule this w inter's supply, 
they overlooked the possibility th a t tins winter, as 
fa r as low tem peratures are concerned, m ight be 
a honey. 
Well, they have it now, and the nex t time 
they m eet to consider heating problems they m ay 
take into account the fact th a t some houses arc 
taller th a n others. 
S trange as it m ay seem to the W ashington statis­ 
ticians, it takes more oil to heat a room with a high 
ceiling th an to heat one w ith a low ceiling.

reason for this strange fact is th a t there are more 
cubic feet. The same living room with a 10-foo* ceil- 
feet w ith an 8 -foot ceiling contains a total of 2688 
cubic feet.. 
The sae living roo with a 10-foot ceil­ 
ing contains 672 m ore cubic feet of space, all of 
which has to be heated. 
H eating engineers, when consulted about the 
facilities needed for heating a house, have a formula 
based on reason. 
T hey count the num ber of win­ 
dows, and their glass areas; they m easure the out­ 
side walls, and consult tables about wind velocity, 
wind direction and tem perature records.

The real question involved in the 
scrap was how high farm prices 
should go.

farm prospects are sifted, it is 
clear th a t before Roosevelt will 
be able to free the world of fear, 
he is going to have to free the 
farm ers from fea r of prices, and 
fear of w ant of help, equipment, 
repair parts and gasoline.

America really is w ith them in the 
common cause

Lacks Planes. Gasoline 
Turning to the present Am eri­ 
can air forces in her homeland, 
she remarked that China

But Roosevelt,

continued, 
has solved so m any problems and 
come through so m any crises with 
flying colors that she thoug ht the 
m atter could be left safely with 
him.

nearly as widespread as the sale

bootleg liquor in prohibition 
days. 
There have 
been prosecutions 
for illicit trading in tires, gasoline, 
coffee 
and 
su g ar ...b u t nothing 
to compare with the scope of the 
m eatleg trade. 
OPA 
now 
has 
nearly 1500 investig ators working 
full time running down m eat vio­ 
lations. 
Production of 
tires, 
gasoline, 
coffee and sug ar is relatively easy 
to check, 
OPA 
men 
say, 
but 
m eat. . . 
Meat on the hoof can be butch­ 
ered on the sly ...U n d e r a tree, in 
a bam or g ar ag e .. .trucked away 
at n ig h t.. .and turn up in butcher 
shop, private home, hotel or res­ 
taurant. 


It hasn’t 
been g overnm ent-in­ 
spected or graded. 
And how can 
the housewife be sure if ;omebody 
says it’s higher grade and there­ 
fore costs more? 
Demand for m eat is strong, and 
the supply is short (about half is 
g oing to the armed forces and 
len d -lease). . .Those are the basic 
elem ents for a black market, all 
hands agree. 
W hile OPA says it’s trying to 
crack down all along the line, at 
least part of W ashing ton official­ 
dom apparently looks upon ration­ 
ing and public opinion as the best 
hopes for stam ping out m eatleg - 
g ing . 
W hen rationing starts a month 
hence, each person will have his 
stated ration. 
This will put the 
m atter squarely up to the indiv­ 
idual: You £ tay within your ration 
or you deal with a m eatleg g er. 
There the factor of patriotism — 
and concern for the food of fig ht­ 
ing m en—w ill present a clear is­ 
sue, som e officials tell you, at 
the sam e tim e that ration cou­ 
pons w ill g ive investig ators som e­ 
thing to work on in checking up 
on dealers.

7 400 reported cases, 
investigation disclosed 
th at 558 
cases 
were 
definitely 
acts of 
sabotage. 
The 
remaining 
68 42 
cases were false alarm s or na­ 
tural industrial accidents. 
Of the 558 cases of actual sabo­ 
tage, 424 convictions 
had 
been 
obtained up to Feb. 1. 
The re­ 
m aining 134 cases are awaiting 
trial or m the process 
of being 
tried. 
Only two of the cases of actual 
sabotage were committed by ax is 
sym pathizers. 
All 
the 
others 
haver American citizerr principals 
who 
com m itted 
their 
acts 
of 
sabotage 
under 
strange 
influ­ 
ences of revenge or carelessness, 
or were 
the results 
of natural j 
causes or industrial accidents. 
These 
amazing figures 
from . 
FBI D irector J. Edgar Hoover in 
the first round-up of suspected 
sabotage 
activities 
of the war, 
reveal 
in startling fashion 
the 
contrast between conditions to­ 
day and in the first World war. 
No Organized Effort 
The fact stands out th at there j 
has been no organized, enemy-di- j 
rected 
sabotage 
in 
the United! 
States since the war began. 
Germany has made one m ajor 
attem pt to land saboteurs in the 
United States 
with 
sufficient 
funds and equipment to organize 
a 
program 
of 
destruction 
in 
Am erican centers of w ar produc­ 
tion. 
T hat effort m et with fail­ 
ure. 
but it is obvious 
th at the 
nazis would not have gone to all 
the trouble they did to land trou­ 
ble-m akers on U. S. shores from 
subm arines if there had been any 
active 
organized groups 
in the 
country on whom they could de­ 
pend. 
In none of the sabotage cases 
thus far reported and investigat­ 
ed has there been m ajor damage 
to any w ar plant or to any m u­ 
nitions, 
planes, 
ships, 
tanks, 
guns. 
In m ost of the cases, the 
sabotage has been detected before 
dam age 
has 
been 
done. 
The 
whole 
story 
of 
anti-sabotage 
work 
in this war, in fact, has 
been ft record of sabotage preven­ 
tion. 
It m akes much less spec­ 
tacular 
reading 
this way, but 
countless lives 
have 
thus been 
spared and m any thousands of 
dollars have been saved. 
And so, while the United States 
has escaped m ajor damage from 
sabotage in the first 14 months j 
of the war. it has done so only at 
the price of eternal vigilance. The 
record 
is a vindication 
and 
a 
tribute to the methods of J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover and his G-men. Long 
before 19 39 , Hoover was one of 
the first to preach the doctrine 
th at “We m ust be constantly on 
the alert.” 
Tons Of Prevention 
Prior to the war, the FBI con­ 
ducted a seurvey of some 2350 
w ar plants, 
checking up 
with 
factory guards and local police to 
make sure 
th at ample security 
m easures were being taken—that 
fences were adequate, pass sys­ 
tem s tight enough 
to keep out 
unwanted visitors, the records of 
employes 
above 
suspicion, the 
guards themselves of the right 
caliber, and that simple precau­ 
tions against fires and ex plosions 
were enforced. 
There are fires 
and accidents even in peacetime, 
but in wartim e the safety-first 
m easures are all the more im ­ 
portant. 
Continuance of the good 
anti-sabotage record for the rest! 
of the war 
is possible 
only by 
m aintaining this vigilance. 
The two acts 
of sabotage 
in­ 
volving 
ax is sym pathizers were 
the Eitzel case in Baltimore in 
which a German national did suc­ 
ceed in damaging some 37 M artin 
bombers before he was caught, 
and an attem pted arson cas^ at 
the 
Kaiser shipyards 
in 
Rich­ 
mond, Calif. 
The Eitzel case a t­ 
tracted 
considerable 
attention, 
but the west coast case received 
little publicity. 
It happened at 
1:45 a. m. last July 28, when an! 
alert guard saw a man trying to 
set fire to a pile of lumber with 
ignited oakum, or ship's caulk­ 
ing. 
Detected. 
the 
saboteur 
pulled a gun, 
which the guard 
knocked out of hfs hand. 
The 
saboteur picked up a stick and 
the guard ran for help. 
When he 
got back, the culprit had escaped, 
identified by photos, the saboteur 
, proved to be one Heinrich Roedel, 
a German alien who had entered 
the 
United States 
illegally 
in 
19 36. 
He had been employed at 
the shipyard for a short time, but 
was 
dismissed 
because 
of 
his 
alien status, and was a subject 
for deportation. 
A 
tax i 
driver 
also identified Roedel as the man 
he had driven from the shipyards 
to Oakland the night of the fight. 
Among Roedel’s 
effects 
were
